IN TLLINOIS AFTER 


10 Big Pits Are Closed by 
Walkout of UMW as 


WSB Still Studies New| 


Wage Scale. 


About 5000 miners in 10 big 
Southern Illinois coal mines were 
on strike today, including workers 
in the new Kathleen mine of 
Union Colliery Coal Co., near Du 
Quoin, a subsidiary of Union 
Electric Co. 

Officials of the electric com- 
pany said their coal reserves “are 
adequate, and the strike would 
have to be of considerable dura- 
tion “to have any effect on the 
operations of Union Electric Co.” 

Mines idle today, in addition 
to the New Kathleen mine, were: 
Peabody Coal Company’s mines 
at DuQuoin, Tovey, Pana, Pawnee 
and two near Harrisburg; Bell 
and Zoller Mine No. 3, Zeigler; 
C. W. and F, Mine No. 3, Walton- 
ville, and Carmac Coal Co. Mine, 
Marion, 

The miners; members of the 
United Mine Workers, apparently 
walked out because they have not 
yet been paid the new wage in- 
crease they won from the opera- 
tors. The Wage Stabilization Board 
in Washington has not yet ap- 
proved the wage increase, which 
was to have gone into effect 
Oct. 1. 

A spokesman for the mine oper- 
ators said all the men now on 
strike except those at Peabody 
No. 14 showed up at the mines 
this morning, but “they just 
milled around a while and then 
went home.” The UMW is hold- 
ing its convention in Cincinnati. 

Some of the miners may be 
observing “Virden Day,” officials 
of Peabody said. “Virden Day” 
is a memorial of an Oct. 12 riot 
at Virden in the 1890s over the 
eight-hour working day. 

Pay checks at the old wage 
rates were given out Saturday by 
Peabody mines. However, the 
miners were notified that amounts 
making up the difference between 
the old and the new scales were

The Yugoslav government has 
clamped down a tight bar on lux- 
ury imports and on some agricul- 
tural and‘ industrial goods pre- 
viously considered vital to its 
economy. 


This six-month moratorium on 
imports was decreed because of 
the drouth and the fact that 
Yugoslavia has been scraping the 
bottom of the barrel for cash to 
pay for goods in its ambitious 
program of industrial expansion. 
Previously the three western 
powers had granted Yugoslavia 
about $50,000,000 for aid to cover 
the last half of 1951. Of that 
amount the United States paid 
$29,800,000 from mutual defense 
funds, Britain made _ available 
$11,500,000 and France $6,000,000. 
It was expected that the percent- 
age outlay for the new grant 
would follow the same lines. 
The communique said the new 
aid was given “in the interests 
of world peace and to foster 
Yugoslavia’s economic program 
and increase its defensive ability 
for the preservation of its inde- 
pendence. The aid can be used 
as well to finance imports or to 
pay the expenses of Yugoslav 
technicians in their own country 
or abroad.” 

The communique said also that 
the western’ powers and Yugo- 
slavia “agree to exchange their 
views about new loans in order 
to finance the Yugoslav program 
of investments and to have mu- 
tual consultations in order to es- 
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faithful public service.”

Welsh of Philadelphia, did not in- 
volve another section of the law 
which requires gamblers to pay 
a 10 per cent tax on their earn- 
ings.

Called Worse Than Murder.

Russia oe 
perfect the bomb has al , 
caused the Communist aggression 
in Korea, with resultant casual 
ties exceeding 50,000 Americans.

Under existing law, a federal 
inspector can close any mine in- 
spected when he finds danger of 
a mine explosion, mine fire, mine 
inundation, or hoist accident. 
Provision is made for appeal 
from closing orders. 


Weakened by Amendments. 

“The bill was weakened by 
amendments accepted only be- 
cause it was impossible to get the 
bill out of committee. without 
them,” UMW officers reported. 
“and the most drastic was the 
Barden amendment providing 
for state co-operation. It was 
unnecessary and harassing in 
our judgment, but it could be 
lived with and under such a con- 
dition was accepted.

Omaha had long engaged in the 
practice of selling its garbage to 
hog feeders.

fold in the last 20 years. 

“The time has arrived when 
pollution discharged into the Mis- 
souri river exceeds the capacity 
of the river to dissipate that pol- 
lution. To meet this condition, 
municipalities have concentrated 
on modern water plants. So far 
they have been able to process 
the well-diluted sewage with a 
minimum of disease hazard. 

“Certainly, however, they 
haven’t been able to avoid the 
taste and odor problems caused 
by this condition.” 

Bad quality of the Missouri 
river water caused by this man- 
created pollution builds up pro- 
gressively for the length of the 
Missouri, Hopkins related. He 
said it could be found all the way 
from Great Falls, first large city 
in Montana downstream from the 
mountain stretch of the river, to 
St. Louis county at the mouth. 

Dams Strain Water. 

A large part of the water sup- 
ply of St. Louis and the entire 
supply of St. Louis County Water 
Co. is drawn from the Missouri 
in St. Louis county.

Big Cities Will Settle November 
Election, Not the Farm Belt Vote, 
Survey of 15 States Indicates

November election—unlike that of four years ago—will be 


settled in the big cities. 


In the farm belt I found too strong a turn toward Gen. Dwight 
D, Eisenhower to enable the Democrats to repeat what happened 
in 1948, when their gains in the countryside swung the balance of 
‘the election. To offset Eisenhower's strength in the farm states 
and, possibly in the South, Gov. Adlai Stevenson must run consid- 
‘erably better than President Truman did in the huge metropolitan 


centers in the North and West. 


One substantial advance toward 
that goal which Stevenson can 
‘count on is the return to the 
Democratic ranks of most of the 
1,150,000 voters who supported 
‘Henry Wallace four years ago. 

_ Although Wallace’s following 
constituted only 2 per cent of 
the total national vote, it was 
sufficiently concentrated to cost 
‘Truman the 75 electoral votes of 
New York, Michigan and Mary- 
Jand and to reduce his margin 
of victory in California to a bare 
17,800. My soundings of voter 
feeling in the strongest Wallace 
areas indicate that perhaps four 
out of every five Wallaceites will 
be casting ballots for Stevenson 
this fall. 
. Sampling of Precincts. 

In two Los Angeles precincts 
which Wallace carried, for ex- 
ample, only four of the 30 per- 
sons I interviewed intended to 
vote for Eisenhower. Two were 
elderly persons, ordinarily Demo- 
cratic, who were angry at rising 
prices and the cheapening of the 
value of their savings. A third 
‘was a first-time voter who felt 
“we can use a general’ as Presi- 
dent at this time.” The fourth 
was a 35-year-old veteran of the 
Aleutians, who had cast a pro- 
test vote for Wallace, but ad- 
mired Eisenhower personally. 
Only one person in. these two 
precincts admitted that she would 
vote for Vincent Hallinan, this 
year’s Progressive party candi- 
date. 

In New York City, Detroit, 
Philadelphia and Cleveland as 
well, I found only an occasional 
Wallaceite who declared his or 
her intention of voting for the 
Progressive ticket. Usually the 
reasons given were “both men 
‘are war candidates”: or “ I don’t 
like Sparkman on the Democratic 
ticket”; or “neither party is 
honest on civil tights.” 
| Effect of Red Trials. 
| The trials of the Communist 
party leaders and the various 
anti-Communist investigations 
have undoubtedly frightened off 
some potential Progressive voters. 
A Harlem Negro, a court attend- 
ant, complained, “I want a change 
all right but my kind of change 
would be a radical one, not the 
kind the Republicans will give 
us.” Asked whether that meant 
he might cast a protest vote for 
the Progressives, he shook his 
head and replied, “People are too 
hysterical these days to be doing 
that.” 

Even in precincts where Wallace 
got between a fifth and one-half 
of the vote I rarely found more 
than two or three persons who 
would admit having voted for him 
four years ago. 

But in the main the collapse of 
the Wallace Progressive movement 
must be put down to the fact that 
the conditions that made a siz- 
able protest vote possible four 
years ago no longer exist. This 
will become clear, if one con- 
siders where Wallace drew most 
of his support. 

By now it is common knowledge 
that the Progressive party was a 
Communist brain-child. However, 
the overwhelming bulk of Wal- 
lace voters were not “Reds.” The 
highest Communist vote ever 
recorded in this country was only 
103,000.. 


An intensive of the 
1948 vote, which I in the 
course of writing “The Future of 
American Politics,” showed Wal- 
lace getting better than five per 
cent of the vote in a few Western 
mining areas; among heavy Finn- 
ish settlements in northern Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin; in the cut- 
over regions of those states and 
Michigan; and in the Western part 
of North Dakota, once a strong- 
hold of the radical Non-Partisan 
League. More than three-fourths 
of Wallace’s vote, however, came 
in the big cities, among Negroes 
in white-collar occupations and— 
his strongest single source of 
strength—in Jewish neighhor- 
hoods. 

Although heaviest at lower-in- 
come levels, this Wallace support 
among Jewish voters shows up as 
well on high rungs of the eco- 
nomic ladder. In many precincts, 
as in Detroit, the neighborhoods 
with the heaviest Wallace vote 
also registered strong Republican 
gains. In other Jewish areas large 
numbers of voters simply stayed 
at home. 


General Jewish Defection. 

In short, most of Wallace’s vote 
was part of a general Jewish de- 
fection from the Democratic party 
four years ago. Many used Wal- 
lace as a means of protesting 
against Truman’s Palestine policy. 
The war between Israel and the 
Arabs was raging all through 
1948, and in Jewish neighborhoods 
it stirred feelings as intense as 
those aroused among Irish-Amer- 
icans by the Easter Rebellion 
some years ago. 


Then, during World War II, no 
other voting element in the na- 
tion formed so strong an emo- 
tional attachment~to Roosevelt 
who was, of course,*the great an- 
tagonist of Hitler. In both 1940 
and 1944- the “election returns 
show that Jewish voters were 
more strongly Democratic than 
other voters at the same economic 
level. 

When Roosevelt died no voting 
group felt more homeless politi- 
cally. To some Henry Wallace 
seemed more the heir of the 
Roosevelt tradition than did Har- 
ry Truman. Others, at higher in- 
come levels, shifted to the Re- 
publican party. 

Labor Party Vote in 1950. 

In 1950, following the outbreak 
of the Korean war, the American 
Labor party in New York was able 
to roll up only 190,000 votes in 
the United States Senate race, 
against the more than 500,000 
A.L.P. votes that Wallace drew. 

Here and there, among those 
with better incomes and in busi- 
ness for themselves, I have found 
some Wallace supporters who in- 
tend to back Eisenhower. Earlier 
in the campaign, in fact, a sizable 
shift of former Wallaceites to Ei- 
senhower seemed a definite possi- 
bility. As one Wallace supporter 
in Cleveland, a plastics manufac- 
turer, recalled, “I was pretty en- 
thusiastic for Ike at the start. But 
I didn’t like Richard Nixon as 
Vice President. When Eisenhower 
came out in support of Senator 
McCarthy, I decided to back 
Stevenson.” 

This, as will be seen tomorrow, 


has been a common reaction 
among Jewish voters. 


EISENHOWER SEEKS 
"SUPPORT OF 750,000

even World War III.” 
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TAFT SAYS MOST 
INDEPENDENTS ARE 
JUST NON-VOTERS 


OMAHA, Nebr., Oct. 13 (AP)— 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
took issue today with Democratic 
claims to a surge of support from 
independent voters. 

“TI don’t think that’s true at 
all,” he said in comment on state- 
ments Sunday by Wilson Wyatt, 
campaign manager for Democratic 
Presidential Candidate Adlai E. 
Stevenson. 

Taft said the “great bulk” of 
independent voters are those who 
just aren’t interested enough to 
vote.

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Eisenhower's Tactics Estrange 
Newsmen Once Strong for Him 


They Regard His Statements on Korea as 
Misleading — Some of Reasons Given 
for His Compromises.

SUALLY it is silly for reporters to write about reporters, but 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower’s press relations present a problem 
so curious and significant that they ought to be written about.

sympathetic to Eisenhower from Abilene to Denver.

ever, the 60 or so newspaper men who barnstorm through the 
country with the general are almost solid for Gov.

obviously hurt by it. In one of 


his rare informal moments, he has 
told his press es¢ort, with some- 
thing close to bitter defiance, “I 
know you so-and-sos aren’t for 
me, but I’m going to win any- 
way.” 

Palace in-fighters have sought 
to blame the general's press sec- 
retary, James Hagerty, for not 
keeping the reporters happy. But 
the experienced Hagerty has done 
his difficult job superbly well. 

Handling of Issues 


What then is the explanation of 
this sudden souring of men who 
were so friendly to Eisenhower 
when he started his active cam- 
paigning? The answer lies in the 
way the general has been han- 
dling certain really vital issues. 
Take, for example, his repeated 
intimations that he will “bring 
our boys back home” from Korea, 
and fill their places in the battle 
line with South Korean troops. 

These intimations, which are 
not exactly promises but sound 
perilously like promises, go over 
big with the general’s huge audi- 
ences. Every American naturally 
wants to end the horrible drain 
in Korea. His hearers naturally 
take what the general says at face 
value, when he implies he can 
manage this great feat. But his 
hearers fail, so to speak, to read 
the fine print on the back of the 
contract. The newspaper men are 
more or less forced to read the 
fine print simply because the con- 
tract is offered to them so often. 

[In the first place, a maximum 
effort to create powerful South 
Korean ground forces had actual- 
ly been going forward at full 
speed for two years ever since it 
was launched by Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. 

Second, neither Gen. MacArthur 
nor Gen. Matthew Ridgway nor 
Gen. Mark Clark nor any other 
commander-on-the-scene has ever 
believed that the South Koreans

been trained and armed. 

Third, neither Eisenhower nor 
the men around him really claim 
that Eisenhower can accomplish 
what be seems to promise his 
audiences. 

Explanation of’ Advisers. 

When such honest Eisenhower 
advisers as Gov. Sherman Adams 
are asked about this matter of the 
South Koreans, they reply lamely 
that the “general has not said 
WHEN” American and U.N. 
troops could be withdrawn from 
the battle line. In short, to return 
to our previous image, the water- 
front lots that sounded so tempt- 
ing in the brochure turn out to 
be actually underwater when the 
contract is read straight through. 

The contrast is sharp, when you 
recall the rugged courage of 
Eisenhower's original approach to 
the Korean problem. From the 
first, he rightly and forcefully 
criticized the Administration 
bungling that invited aggression 
in Korea. 

In his first period, he also em- 
phasized that the challenge of ag- 
gression had to be met when of- 
fered. He stoutly maintained that 
the line in Korea had to be held. 
He forthrightly rejected another 
cheap way out—the popular plan 
for using Chinese Nationalist 
divisions in the Korean fighting. 

The contrast deserves notice, 
sad though it may be. 
one must add, the newspapers 
themselves are to blame for this 
change in Eisenhower which has 
disillusioned their reporters. Even 
before Eisenhower really started 
campaigning, he was accused of 
“running like a dry creek.” A 
foolishly defeatist atmosphere was 
engendered in the Eisenhower 
camp. The stage was set for such 
surrenders to expediency as the 
quick alteration in Eisenhower's 
discussions of Korean policy. 

It would be wrong, moreover, 
to blame the general himself too

“But France is a great power 
which must fulfill its destiny and 
preserve its rank.” 

Pinay last week took sharp ex- 
ception to an American note say- 
ing France ought to put up more 
of its own funds for defense, The 
French press chorused its ap- 
proval of Pinay and his defiance 
of the American “dictation.”

Time to Quit Stalling 


public interest in the question. 
Competent press secretaries like Mr. Hagerty 
do not make such statements without knowing 
whereof they speak. The odds are a hundred to 
to one that Mr. Hagerty had clearance from 
Gen. Eisenhower to say what he did. Yet time 
passed without a financial report from the can- 
didate. Finally, a week ago Sunday, Gen. Eisen- 
hower was asked about the matter at an off-the- 


‘ record press conference aboard his train. 


At that time Gen, Eisenhower made the amaz- 
ing disclosure that he had no intention of mak- 
ing his tax returns public. “Why should I dance 
to someone else’s tune?” he asked reporters. Re- 
minded of Mr. Hagerty’s earlier statement, he 
declared that he did not care what Mr. Hagerty 
might have said, that it was his decision to 
make no financial data public because he had 
found little public interest in the matter. He 
then forbade the press to report his remarks. 

For five days the reporters kept the story con- 
fidential as they were bound to do. Then it 
leaked, as such stories usually do. Once the news 
was out, Gov. Sherman Adams, the genéral’s 
personal chief of staff, hastily announced that 
the financial records had not been coljected 
yet, but that when they were ready anybody 
who was interested could see them. 

The press asked for clarification from Gen. 
Eisenhower himself. Did he intend to make pub- 
lic before election time his income tax returns 
or a financial statement giving substantially the 
same information? Last Friday Gen. Eisenhower 
replied, through Mr. Hagerty: “Of course. If 
anyone is interested they can have the report as 
soon as it is completed. It is virtually all a mat- 
ter of public record anyway.” 

What conclusion is to be drawn from this 
strange series of statements? It is very hard to 
escape the conclusion of Senator Wayne Morse, 
the Oregon Republican who was an early sup- 
porter of Gen. Eisenhower for the presidency. 
He says Eisenhower and Nixon are “stalling.” 
He says “no time for the preparation of a finan- 
cial statement is needed if th®y have any desire 
to give the public a true copy of their official 
returns.” He says “if they have. nothing to hide, 
it is a simple matter to turn over to the press 
the office copy of their tax returns.” 

Much more than the yet undisclosed financial 
data is now at stake. This has become a question 
of simple candor in dealing with the public. 

Already the Republican candidates have con- 
spicuously failed to match Gov. Stevenson’s rec- 
ord in this regard. Further delay would deprive 


the public of ample opportunity before election 


to digest any facts disclosed and, in Senator 
Nixon’s case, to compare the facts with his previ- 
ous statement. 

“I would suggest,” Senator Nixon said nearly 
three weeks ago, “that both Mr. Sparkman and 
Mr. Stevenson should come before the American 
people as I have, and make a complete financial 
statement as to their financial history, and if 
they don’t it will be an admission that they have 
something to hide.” 

Mr. Sparkman and Mr. Stevenson have done 
it. Gen. Eisenhower and Mr. Nixon have not. 
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Responsibility for McCarthy 

As the buildup proceeds for Senator McCar- 
thy’s coming “expose” of Gov. Stevenson, Gen. 
Eisenhower and other Republican leaders should 
think seriously about their own relation to it. 

National Chairman Arthur Summerfield, in a 
television interview, brushed off questions about 
the much-publicized McCarthy speech with the 
comment that it is not to be sponsored by the 
G.O.P. national committee. Neither the com- 
mittee nor Gen. Eisenhower, however, can escape 
responsibility by such an artful dodge. 

No matter who formally sponsors the McCar- 
thy speech, the topmost leadership of the Re- 
publican party will inevitably be an accessory 
before and after the fact. It has been proved 
time and again that presidential candidates and 


their aides can control the kind of campaigning 


that is done for them if they wish to do so. 

Gen. Eisenhower had better make sure that 
he approves the McCarthy attack before it is 
made, for he will certainly be held responsible 
for it afterwards. 
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After 10 Years of Civil Service 

After 10 years of the merit system in City Hall, 
it is still a long way from what it ought to be 
as a promoter of efficient public service.. This 
is admitted by a report of the Civil Service 
Commission itself. And this is about the most 
hopeful facet of the situation. Self-criticism 
may lead to self-correction. 

But the question still remains as to why so 
many weaknesses—mostly faults of omission— 
were allowed to accumulate over the years. 
Surely, the administration of the system has 
been anything but dynamic. 

It would seem that Personnel Director R. 
Elliott Scearce fell into a rather negative view 
of his job. As the commission itself pointed out, 
not nearly enough attention has been given to 
the recruiting of desirable public employes, the 
elimination of unnecessary jobs, proper training 
of personnel, and the elimination of inequitable 
rates of pay and other abuses. — 

Situations of this sort develop all too often 
in civil service setups. They are inaugurated 
to get rid of political patronage, the practice of 
regarding jobs as rewards for diligent party 
workers instead of tasks to be efficiently per- 
formed in the public service. 

This, of course, is a very important gain. But 
it is then undercut by a disposition to regard 
civil service as a kind of tenure and pay insur- 
ance for the job-holder, a protection against 
political superiors and a notice to them to keep 
hands off even when they are striving for effi- 
ciency and economy. That is the risk involved 
in civil service. 

Fortunately this kind of negativism is not yet 
extreme im City Hall. And as a result of the

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his encampment, In Great Britain, they cite the 
anti-American note in Aneurin Bevan’s campaign- 
ing, a desire to ease the Western defense burden 
and to revive markets beyond the Iron Curtain.

fication of their country ahead of the incorpora- 
tion of West Germany in the grand alliance of 
the West.

Unlike flying saucers, all these signs really 
can be seen in the sky. They are not figments 
of the worriers’ imagination. But the question 


is whether they are being read a-right. Is not a 


Bevan offset by an Attlee and a Churchill, not 
to mention the Gaitskills and the Edens? Is not 
the Adenauer coalition in power at Bonn, rather 
than the Socialists? Have not the Germans and 
the French come together under the Schuman 
Plan? Have not the American people steadily 
supported the Marshall plan and NATO? 

No reader of history will shut his eyes to the 
ever-present danger of allies pulling apart, of 
nations asserting their independence more out 
of pride than out of wisdom. But in this time 
of troubles, Western statesmanship must be 
given credit for realizing this danger and for tak- 
ing counter-measures. 

Michael L. Hoffman of The New York Times 
cites a good but unobtrusive example in the 
headquarters of the contracting parties to the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade in 
Geneva. Here is a concrete demonstration of 
the realization “that if such countries as the 
United States, Britain, France, Germany and 
Japan or India should not keep more or less on 
the same track, more or less following the same 
broad rules of conduct in their dealings with 
each other, Premier Stalin’s predictions might 
well come true.” 

Granted that everything about GATT is not 
sweetness and light, Granted that some coun- 
tries are dragging their feet and that the Argen- 
tines have never even joined the system. Still, 
the balance comes out on the side of co-opera- 
tion. And the best guarantee that it will con- 
tinue to be that way for quite some time to come 
is Stalin himself—Stalin and a Stalinist Russia. 

So long as that threat is in clear sight, the 
non-Communist nations, however they may be 
tempted to squabble, must know that they can- 
not afford to fall out of step. 
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Tumbling in the Top Ten 

This was a good weekend for observing that 
the football polls are not what they used to be. 

Wisconsin, which was ranked first in the 
Associated Press poll last week, was defeated 
Saturday by an Ohio State which was not ranked 
anywhere. Notre Dame, which had climbed 
into the top 10 by knocking out Texas, which 
once was fifth, was defeated by Pittsburgh, which 
was not only out of sight but had been the sub- 
ject of an autopsy by Oklahoma the week before.

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Justice Clark on the Spot 


The most serious kind of questions have been 
raised over Supreme Court. Justice Tom Clark’s 
approval of only a limited preliminary investiza- 
tion of the 1946 Kansas City vote frauds. Mr. 
Clark was Attorney General of the United States 
at the time and must take responsibility for the 
unhappy actions of the Justice Department. 

One measure of the department’s orders to 
conduct only a preliminary inquiry into that 
politically sensitive case—and then to limit it to 
interviewing only six witnesses—is the testimony 
of former Attorney General Francis Biddle, now 
made public by, the Chelf subcommittee. 

Mr. Biddle’s opinion was sought as an in- 
formed and expert witness on customary proced- 
ures in the Justice Department in order that 
the subcommittee might be guided in its judg- 
ment of Mr. Clark. What Mr. Biddle had to say 
is most distressing. Not only was the depart 
ment’s handling of the case “inappropriate,” he 
testified, but it was “improper and unheard of.” 

What has Mr. Clark to say for himself? So 
far, nothing; from his direction there has come 
only a deey’ and perhaps embarrassed silence, a 
silence that bolsters the impression the Justice 
Department was not at all anxious to touch the 
case for fear of what might be uncovered. 

Mr. Clark’s duty is clear. He ought to come 
forward with a defense, if he has one. Otherwise 
the final judgment is certain to be that his part 
was “inappropriate, improper and unheard of.” 
Which is not the most glowing recommendation 
for a place on the Supreme Court. 
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While the War Rages in Korea 


One of the fiercest battles of the Korean war 
has been going on for more than a week along 
the crest of White Horse mountain, north of 
Seoul. For the U.N. forces, the major part of 
the fighting is being done by the Republic of 
Korea troops. 

The ROK soldiers, after extensive training 
under American direction, are again bearing 
much of the brunt of the war as indeed they 
assumed virtually all of it when the Commu- 
nists made their first drive on Seoul and toward 
Pusan at the outset. Dispatches show the South 
Korean soldiers to be hardened warriors, who 
turn back one assault after another. 

Yet in Indiana, Senator Jenner seeks re-elec- 
tion by exploiting the American bloodshed in 
Korea, and only three weeks ago condemned the 
Administration for “pulling every international 
wire in its hands for a truce about Oct. 15.” 

In retrospect no aspect of the 1952 campaign 
will be worse than the readiness of the G.O-P. 
to play the cheapest politics with the sacrifice of 
those who halted Communist aggression in 
Korea. They deserve the gratitude of the world.

The rule: the purchase price of your 
house shouldn’t exceed two and one-half 
times your annual income; with today’s 
high taxes, it shouldn’t be more than twice 
your annual income, particularly if you 
earn more than $5000. 

In short, Nixon’s $54,000 housing cost 
has pushed him out on a trembling limb. 
He should get rid of that $41,000 house in 
Washington while the getting is good. 


Nixon Would Put Us in Hock 


Nixon’s debts are the worst of all. He 
owes $38,500 by his own report! On a 
$15,000 income, that’s fantastic. 

His interest bill alone, I calculate, is 
way over $1500 a year. And I’m being gen- 
tle, figuring he pays only 4 per cent on 
his mortgages and omitting his insurance 
loan. 

That $500 insurance loan {is bad too. The 
insurance companies themselves try to dis- 
courage this form of borrowing because 
the borrower is tempted to let the loan 
nsurance. Pat Nixon 
hasn’t even $4000 of protection. 


And since he owes $38,500, I assume he 
has little or no savings account. Wrong 
again. He should have the equivalent of 
at least two months’ income in the bank; 
preferably he should have the equivalent 
of six months’ income. 

Ouch. 

If Nixon ever had a chance to run the 
nation’s finances the way he has run his 
own, let’s see. . . . Our debt would be 
way over the half-trillion mark, our interest 
bill alone would be 10 per cent of our in- 
come a year, we'd be in hock to our eye- 
brows... . 

Ouch. Mr. Nixon, “How to Live Within 
Your Income” will be coming to you in the 
next mail. 


Those Plastic Bug Deflectors

From time to time, as invention runs 
wild and the gadget-contrivers threaten to 
design themselves and the world into an 
inextricable corner, we find it wise to cry 
halt and emit a note of warning. 

What has unwrung us is the sudden 
ubiquity of the bug deflector. a cuneiform 
arrangement of tinted plastic, that now 
sits astride automobile hoods in a place 
once sacred to interlaced geometrical 
forms, to chrome-plated and busty Nikes, 
to stylized flounders and certain mystic 
devices that replaced the radiator orna- 
ment when the radiator went underground. 


The bug deflector, our research depart- 
ment reports, is designed to set up protec- 
tive currents of air when the automobile 
is in motion—currents so strong and so di- 
rected that no locust, yellow jacket or 
other flying insect, of whatever genus or 
wingspread, can breach them and beat it- 
self to death against the windshield. 

There can, of course, be no quarrel with 
the philosophy that underlies the inven- 
tion of the diptera-deflector—a philosophy 
standing four-square upon the crystal clar- 
ity of windshields and the self-determina- 
tion of June bugs, and the balance of Na- 
ture 


What worries us, is the aero-dynamics of 
the thing. What is there to prevent heca- 
tombs of hexapods from piling up on those 
slabs of plastic, drastically altering the 
surfaces and the, angles of incidence, 
throwing out all the nice scientific calcu- 
lations, setting up areas of wild turbu- 
lence, hurtling deflected hoppers, dragon 


flies, Mormon crickets out of control and 
in flat spins through the windows and 
upon horrified drivers and passengers? 

A thing like that could upset at one 
stroke all the streamlining accomplish- 
ments of this streamlined era. The obvious 
answer, of course, is an auxiliary deflector 
to deflect bugs from the bug-deflector. But 
this in turn, would call for its own deflect- 
or, to be mounted perhaps on an outrigger, 
which would need, besides a d r, a 
chrome-plated guard, which. . . 


But the mind totters. An old rag, some 
plain water, and a small quantity of old- 
fashioned elbow grease will remove bugs 
from windshields, a piece of information 
that seems headed for the same cemetery 
of motoring lore that holds the certain 
knowledge that your thumb wil? surely get 
baked when you remove the cap from a 
hot, Model-T radiator and it erupts.

Not Frank but Good 


CHIAROSCURO: FRAGMENTS OF AUTOBIOGRAPHY 
by Augustus John. (Pellegrini & Cudahy, 285 pgs., $5. 
“No British autobiography has ever been 
frank, and consequently no British auto- 
biography has ever been good. You could 
not imagine a British Rousseau, still less 
a British Benvenuto Cellini.” 


ur Conan Doyle, who expressed 

himself thus in 1908, should now—in the 
spirit world he was sure he was going to 
inhabit—be obliged to revise his pro- 
nouncement. Perhaps he would say his 
peripatetic and Cellini-like friend Augus- 
tus John is at heart no Briton. But he

“\ phy, manages to be 
La; good without being 
‘WA, really frank, at least 
2, in the sense of “‘tell- 
ing all.” 

The reminiscing ce- 
lebrity gives an en- 
gaging explanation: 
“No doubt every- 
thing comes out in 
the wash eventually, 
but I see no reason 
to anticipate this 
process and _ spoil 
Augustus John other people’s fun.” 

In judicious use of “shadow” to enhance 
highlights in his loose-knit narrative, the 
painter proves himself a master. Half- 
concealing, half-revealing, the book leaves 
enough to the imagination to qualify in this 
respect as - work of art. 


Most of the writing is given over to 
sharply etched vignettes of the famous 
persons who have been the artist's friends 
and sitters—authors, generals, statesmen, 
scholars and industrial leaders. 


Included are Oscar Wilde, “the dis- 
tinguished reprobate, an easygoing sort 
of genius with an enormous sense of fun, 
gleams of. profundity and infallible bad 
taste”: James Joyce, with his “buttoned- 
up appearance”; Thomas Hardy, for whom 
the artist’s admiration deepened into af- 
fection; Lawrence of Arabia, so fond of 
John’s portraits of himself that he hoped 
to buy one before collectors snapped them 
all up; G. B. Shaw, whose conversational 
broadsides kept even Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery from returning fire; towering Ted 
Spencer of the Harvard University English 
department; Lloyd George, Thomas For- 
tune Ryan and Joseph Widener. 

The truism that the genuine portrait 
artist inevitably interprets himself as much 
as he does his patrons applies to these 
verbal sketches. Their central subject, 
basically, is Augustus John himself. 

From first page to last, the reader is 
likely to share the author’s obvious con- 
viction that this is a fascinating theme. 
The writing is impatient and direct, ideas 
not being developed in a literary way but 
dispached in quick, bold strokes. 

Twenty-eight plates include numerous 
accomplished, almost academic portraits, 
some marked by fluency and grace, but 
only one gypsy sketch. This seems too 
slight a representation of the early pro- 
duction in which connoisseurs have noted 
a distinctive sensitivity not always present 
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in his later work.

Old Slander to Be Revived. 


McCarthy will give a nation- 
wide radio broadcast in the last 
week and the preparatory build- 
up is already on. With the skill he 

has so frequently demonstrated, 
McCarthy will dress up an ac- 
count of Stevenson’s early con- 
nection with the New Deal in an 
effort to make it sound like sin- 
‘ster revelation. 

This was when Stevenson 
was a young attorney’ with 
the Agriculture Adjustment Ad- 
ministration in the months im- 
mediately after March of 1933. 
His name will be linked with that 
of Alger Hiss and Lee Pressman 
who were also then in the AAA 
and. where, according to testimony 
both before congressional com- 
mittees and in the Hiss trials, a 
Communist cell was formed. 

All this has been told before as 
have the circumstances surround- 
ing the deposition Stevenson gave 
at the requést of Hiss’s lawyers. 
How much further McCarthy will 
go, no one ean predict. Even in 
a presidential campaign it is hard- 
ly likely that he will be overcome 
by the virtue of self-restraint, 


Kem vs. Symington. 


In the Democratic camp consid- 
eration is being given to ways to 
meet this last-minute attack. A 
suggested plan is to put Vice Pres- 
ident Alben Barkley on the air 
immediately afterward with an as- 
gault on McCarthy’s record, both 
personal and political, As the re- 
tiring Vice President has watched 
McCarthy at first hand, he would 
be considered qualified to go aft- 
er the McCarthy record. 

The Republican attack of Com- 


name was untouched even remote- 
ly by either scandal or the sugges- 
tion of radicalism, 


No Friend of Reds. 


Yet, in the course of his furious 
personal attack, Kem has said 
that his opponent played golf 
with Communists. Presumably 
this is a reference to the fact that 
Symington while head of his com- 
pany carried on negotiations on a 
fairly friendly basis with a union 
leader who later was alleged to 
be a Communist. At the same 
time, Kem accused Symington of 
being a war profiteer. 

This would be ludicrous if it 
were not such a grave abuse of 
elementary political morals. Sym- 
ington as Secretary of the Air 
Force was an implacable foe of 
Communism and Communist Rus- 
sia. 


It was even suspected that he 
leaned toward the preventive war 
theory. He clashed frequently 
with the State Department on 
major issues of policy. 

The Republican tactic on Com- 
munism has its risks if only, as 
in the instance of Kem in Mis- 
souri, it suggests a desperation 
stopping at nothing. It could t -ck- 
fire, producing a reaction not of 
fear but one of resentment. 


Misapplying a Word. 


Those who use the charge of 
Communism so freely for politi- 
cal’ purposes are doing a deep 
disservice, above all, in that they 
exhibit in this way a lack of un- 
derstanding of the seriousness’ of 
the threat of Communism to the 
values on which Western civiliza- 
tion is based. 

As a profound threat to the 
faith on which our whole life 
rests it is woefully underesti- 
mated when used in volleys back 
and forth across the political net. 
In the same way the word Com- 
munist is used by sour reaction- 
aries on the country club terrace 
to describe anyone they do not 
like. That is to cheapen and con- 
fuse the vital struggle in which 
this nation is now engaged.

THREAT NOW EXCEEDS 
ATTILA'S, POPE SAYS 


Church in Rome Dedicated to 
Pontiff Who Saved 
City From Hun. 


- VATICAN CITY, Oct. 13 (AP) 
—The “forces of tyranny” today 
are greater than in the time of 
Attila the Hun, Pope Pius XII 


said yesterday, adding that “today 
not only Rome and Italy but the 
entire world is menaced.” 


The Pope made one of his few 
official visits outside the indepen- 
dent Vatican State to take sym- 
bolic possession of a church dedi- 
cated to Pope Leo I who stopped 
the barbarian invaders of Rome 
15 centuries ago. The church was 
a gift from the Italian Men’s 
Catholic Action Organization. 
Pope Leo I, unarmed, met At- 
tila the Hun on the outskirts of 
Rome in the fall of 452. Although 
the people of Rome waited trem- 
bling, the impressed barbarian 
agreed to withdraw beyond the 
Danube without causing further 
harm, Previously he had sacked 
Venice and the Italian Riviera. 
The idea of dedicating the gift 
church to a Pope who saved Rome 
“from the impact of the bar- 
barian onrush” may well have 
been prompted by “a desire to 
make a reference to present con- 
ditions,” Pope Pius commented. 
“Do not ask us who is the 
‘enemy’ today nor what he wears,” 
the Pope said. “He is found every- 
where and among everyone. He 
knows how to be violent and 
subtle. In these last centuries, he 
attempted to bring about a moral, 
intellectual and social disintegra- 
tion of the unity of the mystic 
body of Christ. .., 

“He is corrupting the world 
with a press and with spectacles 
which kill modesty in youth and 
destroy love in marriage: incul- 
cates a nationalism which leads 
to war.” 


DIRECTOR JACK CONWAY DIES

years old silent film leading man 
who became one of Hollywood's 
top directors, died Saturday night 
of a pulmonary ailment after a 
long illness.

Tidelands Issue.

Gen. Eisenhower, his Republi- 
can opponent, takes the side of 
the state in this fight.

Taxpayers of California, 
who might have the benefit of 
these millions, will have to dig 
down in their jeans to make up 
that amount. California, however, 
gets a lot of money from the 
federal treasury till, into which 
the oil lease money would go. 

Democrats here, as in San Fran- 
cisco, are setting great store on 
the second visit of Stevenson. He 
comes into this state this week

and stops kicking. 

The family dinner goes on in peaceful silence for a min- 
ute or two. Bill starts to tell a story. 

“Billy! How many times have I told you not to talk 
with your mouth full! In fact, it would be better if you 
didn't talk so much anyway!” Father looks really annoyed 
this time. 

' Talking and kicking discouraged, Billy concentrates on 
the permitted business of eating. But even here he runs into 
@ enag. Father’s voice again: 

“Billy! How many times have I told you not to stuff 


your mouth! You have practically a whole potato in it now. 
Now swallow that, and drink your milk.”

BILLY DOES AS ORDERED. But, as so often happens,- 
his father’s criticism seems to result in his behavior’s getting 
werse rather than improving. It is not that he means to be 
bad. But so much attention paid to the table manners of a 
6-year-old seldom does improve them. 

He drinks his milk, but alas! Some of it goes not into 
his mouth but onto the clean table-cloth. He eyes his father 
anxiously. Father doeg not look pleased. Billy sets down his 
glass of milk. He tries to wipe up the spot he has made, 
but in doing so—you've guessed it—he knocks over the 
whole glassful. 

And so ends the meal for Billy. He is, like many another 
6-year-old who “enjoys” meals with the family, sent to his 
room without the rest of his supper.

IS BILLY an unusually bad-mannered little boy? Not 
according to our findings on normal New Haven girls and 
boys. In “The Child From Five to Ten” (Gesell & Ilg) we 
have noted that the 6-year-old if dining with his family may 
very likely: talk too much, spill, stuff his mouth, chew with 
his mouth open, grab for food, knock things over, wriggle in 
his chair, teeter back in his chair. He may also kick the table 
legs, criticize the behavior of his parents or brothers and 
sisters, and dawdle so that he ends up way behind everybody 
else 


If his manners were just a little better than this, as they 
may be in even another year, it might be worthwhile trying 
to correct and improve them. 

As it is, often the best remedy is to have him eat with 
the family only on special occasions, but especially not at 
the evening meal when father is home.

ACARONI, spaghetti and 
DM scodies are so much alike 
that a recipe calling for one 
usually can be made with either 
of the others, but We 
serve the spaghetti platter style, 
dressed with a highly seasoned 
tomato sauce.

‘Infer’ and ‘Imply’ 


UR reader’s question is for 
0 the difference between “to 

infer something” and “to im- 
ply something.” These are words 
which are very frequently con- 
fused. 

To “infer,” as, for example, to 
infer a-pi ar idea from some- 
thing that a person says, is to 
deduce from his remark a certain 
meaning—to deduce or derive. 
The word comes to us from the 
Latin “inferre,” which is liter 
“to bring into,” consisting as ! 
does of the prefex plus “ferre,” 
to bring or carry. Strangely 
enough, as it would seem from 
the word’s present significance, 
its early usage was in the literal 
sense “to bring on” or “to occa- 
sion.” This sense is now obsolete; 
likewise the gradations in mean- 
ing which led to its present usage 
in connection with something de- 
duced or derived from particular 
speech or action. 

“Imply” today means to signify, 
to denote, to betoken. For exam- 
ple, when you act rudely to a 
person, you imply dislike of him. 
As far back as two and a half cen- 
turies ago, Bishop Sherlock, a 
writing clergyman, employed it in 
this way. “Where a malicious act 
is proven, a malicious intention is 
implied.” There is an especially 
interesting . ramification to “im- 
ply,” which is out of the word 
root which produced also “em- 
ploy.” What interests us here in 
connection with “infer,” or rather 
in contrast with “infer,” is that 
our usage of “imply” is governed 
by “implicaré,” meaning to fold 
into” and therefore “to involve.”

Broken Bones 
By Glen 'R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ROKEN bones happen to the other person, not you. So a 
Bu of people console themselves. This fallacy can cause 

you needless discomfort and possibly a neglect-worsened 
break. 
. For instance, one woman slipped to her knees while walk- 
“{ng across the bare wooden floor of a dining room. Although 
it pained her a lot, she dismissed the idea that any real dam- 
age has occurred. An X-ray picture the following morning, 
after her son had finally convinced her it was necessary, 
showed a broken kneecap. It was just a simple little break, 
now healing nicely. 

But suppose she had continued to ignore the damage? 
Suppose she had further injured that kneecap and worsened 
the fracture so that it tore into the joint or surrounding liga- 
ments? Then she would really have been in for a much 
longer disability.

ANOTHER EXAMPLE of how easily a broken bone can 
escape your attention is the case of the factory foreman who 
turned his ankle én the steps. It was a painful injury but 
only a sprain, he thought. His wife finally nagged him into 
going to the doctor. An X-ray picture showed a little frac- 
ture of an ankle bone. 

Neither of these people, incidentally, had to be off their 
feet a week. They wore walking casts for several weeks, 
and then needed stretching exercises for the joints to be- 
come limber. 

On the other hand, not all swellings and discolorations 
to the ankles or legs and arms mean that the bone is broken. 
More often, there is just a bruise with bleeding beneath the 
unbroken skin. When blood gets out into the tissues close 
to the skin, it forms a black-and-blue spot. Around the 
eye, this is a black eye. But bleeding deeper under the skin 
produces no such discoloration. It just forms a sometimes 
painful lump that will be absorbed gradually. 

ee 

THE ONLY WAY to find out whether you have a broken 
bone or just a deep bruise after an injury is by an X-ray 
picture. No matter how expert your doctor, he cannot posi- 
tively be sure that no bones are broken except with the aid 
of the X-ray. 

With almost any fracture, except possibly very minor 
ones, you can expect to be in a cast or partly disabled for 
at least a month, often six weeks. 

How you recover from more serious fractures depends 
more than you realize on what kind of first-aid you receive 
when injured. If you break a leg, for instance, what will be 
done to hurt you further before the doctor comes? Will you 
be stood up or carried so that your leg dangles, causing the 
sharp bone end to come out through the skin and carry dirt 
back into the wound? Such a compound fracture will lay 
you up much longer. It can mean some permanent disability.

OR WILL THE LEG BE PULLED AWAY from you (put 
under traction) while you are carefully placed on a stretcher, 
thus protecting the fractured bone so that its sharp edges 
don't cut and mangle your leg? Will the ambulance carry the 
proper splints so you can be taken safely to the hospital? 
Will the ambulance driver know how to use them? 

Unfortunately, these quéstions must now be answered 
with a big “No” in many localities. This dangerous lack of 
elementary first-aid knowledge and facilities must be im- 
proved. County medical societies and health departments all 
over the United States and Canada should take the initiative 
immediately.

OW and then you run across 
N: pretty bad storm in this fair 

land of ours that knocks out 
the electric power for a time. 
Now we are all so dependent on 
electricity these days that when 
we don't have it we are likely 
to lose our heads just a little.

North’s raise of the obviously 
shorter suit had to be based on 
four-card support, whereas North 
could not bid the spade slam him- 
self, because, from his point of 
view, South's spade bid (after the 
heart support) might have. been 
only a control-showing measure. 

West opened the club ace. South 
ruffed, drew trumps, then cashed 
his own high spades. When East 
turned up with a spade stopper 
the contract was in jeopardy, since 
a diamond loser was also immi- 
nent, but with East’s kind as- 
sistance, South worked out his 
problem. He cashed every trump, 
discarding clubs from dummy, un- 
til his own hand was reduced to 
the 7-3 of spades and tne A-10-9 
of diamonds. Dummy kept the 
K-10 of spades and the K-8-2 of 
diamonds. East, trying to “pro- 
tect” his diamond queen along 
with his spade jack, gave up his 
last club. 

Now, as the only hope, South 
led a spade to the king and 
threw East in with the spade 
jack. As South had hoped, East 
then had to lead a diamond, and 
by playing for “split honors,” 
South shut out both the queen 
and jack of diamonds. 

It was vital for East to keep a 
low club as an exit card. There 
was no need to hold three dia- 
monds—if South had the king- 
jack of diamonds, East's queen 
would be worthless, anyway.
